In other 
words, we did not think that we could con- 
sistently, om with much show of success, 
ask the support of a class which we had 
excluded not only from the ballot-box as 
voters but from our courts of law as wit- 
neeses. At the same time we explained to 
the negrees that the refusal to concede 
them suffrage had not proceeded from any 
deeply-rooted hostility to them but from a 
genuine distrust of their capacity to exer- 
cise citizenship, so suddenly acquired, with 
profit to themselves and us. We pointed 


out to them, as plainly and as kindly as 
“we were able, the peculiarities of their sit- 


uation; a body ot poor and ignorant peo- 
ple surrounded by wealth and intelligence; | 
a class proscribed not less by their condi- 
tion than by their complexion; but lately 
emancipated from slavery; aed we showed 


them how their wisest course would be to 


make fair weather with the whites, to give 


occasion tor as little controversy with so- 


ciety as possible, and, in the long run, to 


‘prove themselves worthy of confidence by 


steady good behavior. In short, we re- 
garded the whole matter as an experi- 
ment, which no one could set aside, 
and which, as it was inevitable, should be 
fairly and discreetly tested. As a matter 
of course we calculated then, as we calcu- 
late now, that the Radicals would succeed 
in organizing the negtoes for the present 
canvass, and, with this in our mind, we 
sought to establish the sincerity and un- 
selfishness of our counsel by adding that 
the Democratic party of Kentucky is too 
strong to be hurt by such organizations; 
that its efficiency would be increased by a 
more active opposition; and that, with the 
entire negro vote cast against it, it would 
still retain a majority of fifty or sixty thou- 
sand votes. 

These facts justified us then, and they 
justify us now, in urging moderation and 
patience. If one Demecratic candidate 
should see fit to make an efiort to secure 
the vote of the negroes in his vicinity, he 
should be allowed to do as he pleases with- 
out any let or hindrance. If another 
should see fit to repel them, that also 
should be his own affair. What we stood 
for was, and what we stand for the 
question, pro or con, should not be made 
and sball not be made a party question, 
but be leit an open question for future die 
position. 

This ia the position assumed by the na- 
tional Democracy at large. In four or five 
of the Southern States the negro vote is 
already divided, and mm every one of them 
it is being contended for. The Democratic 


They know very well that 
any other alligument would be untenable 
at the South, and that it is the broadest, 
the satest, and the strongest at the North. 
On it they have planted themselves, and, 
unless they are thwarted by hair-brained 
mischief-makers, it will secure us a ma- 
jority of the next House of Representa- 
tives, to say nothing of its action on the 
Senate. 

Those who propose to establish what 
they call “a white man’s party” are array- 
ing themselves not only against the pres- 
ent status of the organized Democracy of 
the country, but against all the Democratic 
traditions of past times. The Democratic 
party is nothing unless it be a non-pro- 
scriptive party. It came into existence to 
combat the proscription of the alien and 
sedition acts. It renewed its allegiance to 
freedom when it stood out against the per- 
secution of Catholics and toreigners. And 
during the war and since the war it has 
advocated a liberality and tolerance which 
it has no right to restrict, and which it 
will be most unwise to restrict, to one race, 
but which, if it expects to succeed, it must 
extend to all races and conditions of men. 

A “white man’s party” means simply a 
conflict ot races. It means agitation for 
| the disfranchisement of four hundred 

thousand actual voters. It means the re- 
newal of revolutionary passions and issues. 
It means the arraying of one class of soci- 
ety against another; civil feuds; murders; 
troops; martial law, and all the baleful 
incidents to domestic strife.
